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In mid-May 1952 the 6 Artillery Regiment, Central and South China Military Area 
(CSCMA), equipped with 20 field guns, 8 howitzers, 40 trucks, and approximately 
750 pack animals, was in T’ingtzu (108-18, 22-45). A large number of shells in 
paper cartons were stored in an anmunition dump on the site of the former Nanning 
Weaving and Dyeing Plant, east of Tingtzu. 


In mid-May the 2 Motor Transportation Regiment, CSCMA, was in Liuchou (109-16, 
24-18) with 200 motor vehicles and was responsible for transportation between 
Liuchou and Fort Bayard (109-49, 22-54), 


in mid-May the 3 Motor Transportation Regiment, 4 Field Army, was in Nanning 
with 200 motor vehicles and was responsible for transportation between Nanning 
and T'ientung (107-06, 23-37). 


In mid-May the 5 Motor Transportation Regiment, CSCMA, was in Tat'ang (1129/ 
1048), Nanning. It was assigned 150 motor vehicles and was responsible for 
transportation on the Lungchou (106-56, 22-22)-Chenchou (6966/1558) highway. 


In mid-May the 1 Armored Regiment, CSCMA, was in Hsinhsu (1800/1546), Nanning. 
The regiment was assigned 125 armored vehicles and had daily training exercises 
under five Soviet advisers along the Yungwu highway, which runs from Nanning 
to Wuming (108-15, 23-12), and on the Hsihsiangt'ang (6007/6763/1016) parade 
ground. 


In mid=May the 1 Tank Regiment, CSCMA, was at Chint'outs’un (3160/7333/2625), 
Nanning. They had daily field training under Soviet advisers near the Nanning 
airfield. 
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
